Seattle, Wash., July 23.—Pastor Rus- 


sell, o? Brooklyn Tabernacle, addressed 
the Bi^le Students' Convention twice 
today. 
We pxibiisb one of bis ad- 


dresses as follows:— 


The theology which cauie do'sn to us 


from the dark ages was wonderful ia 
its extremes. It pictured Diviue israth 
as unsatisfied with anything short of 
au eternity of torture for the sinner, 
and in the next bre.'it U assured us of a 
Divine tnercjr which would take the 
Tilest shiners to an eternity of glory 
without character development, merely 
at their request. One would suppose 
that neither of these doctrines could 
command support amongst reasoning, 
intelligent people, but they do; and the 
only explanation of the matter is that 
by reason of the fall the balance of 
human judgment, on moral questions 
particularly, is sadly undone. It is 
fair, howexer. to suppose that the ma- 
jority of intelligent people have never 
so much as given these subjects con- 
sideration. 
Receiving them through 


tbe various creeds from childhood's 
hour, they have swallowed them with- 
out reflection, taught that to doubt them 
would bring the doubters under the 
ban of Divine displeasure, and make 
sure that Divine mercy should never 
reach them. 


Bad Effects of Error. 


It Is difficult to measure the bad re- 


sults which have flowu from the mis- 
Interpretation of our text 
a) The 


Divine character and government have 
thereby been traduced and measurably 
brought Into contempt as nnphilosoph- 
!cal, unreasonable, arbitrary. Instead 
of wise and Just 
Two vagabonds 


gambled and quarreled, drew tueir re- 
volvers and shot each other. 
The 


more contemptible of the two killed 
his antagonist instantly, while be him- 
self lingered hi consciousness for a 
few minutes, dnrlng which he had op- 
portunity to say. "God be merciful to 
me a sinner." The creeds of Protes- 
tantism tell ns that tbe one wfto used 
the magical words was instantly ush- 
ered to heavenly glory and compan- 
ionship with the pure and boly 
throughout «teraity. Tha'-other, we 
are told, though less vile, went in- 
stantly to eternal torture and despair, 
without a single ray of hope. 


Is'it ^any wonder that such unrea- 


sonable conclusions have driven many 
of the brighter minds of Protestantism 
unto tafldelity, and led others back to 
the teachings of tbe Church of Rome, 
which, to say the least, Is more con 
slsteut, In that it would put hoth of 
the cnlprlts Into "Purgatory," where 
after centuries of torture and instruc- 
tion ia righteousness they might he 
prepared, either or both of them, for 
heavenly glory. We are not advocat- 
ng either infidelity or Romanism; we 
are defending the Bible, but Inciden- 
tally must admit that our Protestant 
views of some portions of Holy Writ 
have been very unsatisfactory and 
very baneful. 


<2) WLo cia measure Ins e-rii effects 


of this doctrine upon thousands, lead- 
ing them to believe that whatever 
their crime, a few magical words of 
repentance will straighten It all out? 
Gas It be doubted that this wrong 
theory is accountable for much of tbe 
wickedness committed by those who 
know better, who reside in civilized 
lands? First of all they doubt the 
doctrine of eternal torment, being un- 
able to Imagine how any one could 
burn forever and yet not be destroyed. 
Secondly, if there be such a place of 
eternal torment, they reason, It is 
iulte improbable that they will die so 
suddenly as not to have time to offer 
a petition for mercy—a petition which. 
If offered, will surely be heard and an- 
swered, and bring them to the regions 
of the blest. 


The further reasoning is, that while 


heaven Is certainly desirable, it Is use- 
less to seek It via the strait gate and 
narrow way and self sacrificing expe- 
riences of Jesus and the Apostles and 
all the saints. The reasoning is, that 
these saintly ones may indeed occupy 
R higher position in heaven than those 
who are saved after a life of sin and 
carelessness by a momentary prayer in 
the dying hour; but tbe philosophizing 
Is, that the pleasures of sin for a sea- 
son more than compensate for the 
higher glory of the saints, since even 
the sinners are to get to paradise at 
the small cost of nine words—tbe sup- 
posed teaching of our test. 


The True Interpretation. 


Before proceeding to discuss the 


principles involved as between tbe 
right and the wrong interpretation of 
our Lord's words, let us notice what 
he really did say nnd really did mean, 
and how it happened the true meaning 
was lost sight of and the erroneous one 
adopted generally. The Bible teaching 
Ihat "the dead know not anytblug," 
together with ,the doctrine that Ihe res- 
nrrcction of the dead Is the Divine pro- 
vision, has long been lost sight of. 
Our Lord's <*?.'!>. words that "No man 
hath ascended up to heaven" ha\ c been 
overlooked, and so has Ttis teaching re- 
specting his Kingdom—that the bless- 


of the Ctiurcti aud of the world 


awaits liis second coming, when Jie will 
•Stablish his Kingdom under the whole 
jeavens in power and great glory. 
C/osing sight of these truths has Jed 
llrectly to the acceptance of the gen- 
eral error respecting our text 


Let us begin the investigation by 


noting what the dying thief requested. 
He had heard bis eomiianiou berating 
our Lord, saying. If thou be Messiah, 
sa^ e tbj self and us. He had sufficient 
character to realize the dishonesty of 
clasbifying our Lord with evil doers. 
He spoke up, reproving his compan- 
ion; and then turned it> Jesus, and, as 
a reward, a«ked, "Lord, remember me 
when thou cotnest into thy Kingdom." 
He did not ask to be remens'ocred in 
heaves, nor that day. but when our 
Lord, who was then being crucified, 
should attain to his Kingdom, 


As the thief's request was a reason- 


able one, our Lord's answer was no 
less reasonable. He said, in the words 
of our text. Verily (truly) I say unto 
thcc to-day [this day of my agony and 


j rejection by Israel, and crucifixion by 
| the Itoman soidiers; this day. when I 
I seem to be an Stnposier and not at all 
, the Messiah; nevertheless, truly I teli 
* you to-day] thou s,u:tlt be with me in 
, Paradise. I do not tel! you when you 
j 4ha!l be with me, nor have you even 
; asked me to tell you. You have asked 
[ to be remembered when I j:ome Into 


my Kingdom, •when I shall Tiave fully 
taken control of the Kingdom tinder 
the whole heavens, when the speedy 
result will be that the entire world 
xvili become a Paradise, and you have 
asked my assurance that you will be 
there, snd I will remember you as re- 
quested. 


Pimetuation Not lnsnir*-J. 


It will be noticed that this different 


interpretation 
makes necessary the 


changing of the comma from before 
"to-day" to after it We remark that 
the punctuation of oar teTt was snrely 
not inspired, for punctuation was not 
invented until centuries after our Bi- 
ble was written 
Our interpretation, 


with the comma alter "to-day," makes 
this entire passage reasonable and har- 
monious—coBSistuat with all the re 
maincter of the Bible, and logical. 


Further, be it remembered, that 


Jesus was not in Paradise on the day 
he died; nor has Paradise lost, yet 
been restored, Jesns was dead, and 
St. Peter declares he "arose from the 
dentl OB the third day." He then de- 
clared to Mary, "J hare not yet ascenu- 
ed to my Father and to your Father, 
to my God and to your God" (John 
EC, 17). 


As a matter of fact, the other thief 


also will be in Paradise. All mankind, 
redeemed by our Lord's sacrifice, will 
hare th» privilege of the Millennial 
blessings. As v\a read, "Ait that are 
in their graves shall hear the voi^e 
of the Son of Man and come forth." 
The Church will come forth to tbe 
heavenly glory and condition, for 
which they have been t>repiirecl by the 
trials, the disciplines, the lessons, the 
chiseliDgs, the polishings, of this pres- 
ent life. Theirs will be the instantane- 
ous change, or resurrection, 
from 


earthly to heavenly conditions 
Those 


of, the spirit-begotten ones, all who 
wilfully walk after the flesh and not 
after tbe Spirit, having had their trinl 
in the present life, will be accounted 
•worthy of the Second Death. All the 
remainder of mankind, not having 
come to a knowledge of the Truth, feot 
having incurred, therefore, the respon- 
sibility of this age. will come forth 
daring tbe Millennium when Messiah's 
Kingdom "shall be established and 
his rule of righteousness shall have 
brought the earth to the condition of 
Paradise. Both of these thieves, and 
all other thieves and all other evil 
doers, all of the heathen, all who have 
lot in the present life come to a clear 
knowledge of the truth, and sinned 
against light, acainst tho holy Spirit, 
will be there—there to be blessed, to 
be enlightened, to be brought to a 
knowledge of the Truth, and if they 
will, to be helped out of ignorance, 
superstition, sin, "weaknesses—mental, 
moral and physical. 


Not Luck, but Character. 


The attaining of eternal life will not 


be a matter of luck, but a matter of 
character. It is true at the present 
time that chanca, or luck, would seem 
to be associated trith aaisy of our af- 
fairs, except as we are able to view 
them in the light of Divine revelation. 
Some of us were fortunate to be bet- 
ter born than others—born of religious 
parents. Some are fortunate in being 
born in religious communities, and in 
a land of liberty and enlightenment 
Some are unfortunate in being born lu 
heathen lands, of heathen parentage, 
etc. But the Scripture shows that dur- 
ing this present time God is exercising 
his sovereign power in electing a spe- 
cial class of special characters, and 
assures us that a majority of these are 
being called from amongst the mixed 
peoples of Europe and America, and 
that proportionately few are being 
gathered from other nationalities 


If all of the non-elect wore connlpned 


to eternal torment, or even to Purga- 
tory, a grave injustice woaM t>p 
chargeable against tbe Almighty Elect- 
or. 
But this is not the oasi>. 
o.li<» 


Lord Is no respecter of persons, but 
ii tnklnp out from the world of mnn- 
klnd, from every nation, those with 
suitable characters, those upon whom 
his Truth and Grace exercise a trans- 
forming influence.

Character a Pr*r*ouisit». 


The Bible, in harmony with S.HK.U- 


fled common ssase, teaches that char- 
acter is a prereQuisiie of Divine favor 
and eternal life. 
Whoever is called 


during this Gospel Age nnd fails to de- 
velop character, will fail to attain the 
reward of life eternal. Similarly, in 
the world's trial time, or Day of Judg- 
ment, the Millennia! Age, chai acter will 
be the test. Al{ the influences of tha 
great Kingdom of Messiah will be ex- 
ercised with a view io the develop- 
ment of character, and only those prop- 
erly exercised thereby will get the re- 
ward of earthly life eternal. 


The question properly arises here. 


What kind of character will meet 
with the Divine approval and he grant- 
ed the reward of life everlasting? We 
answer that Gcd has but one standard, 
which is fully set forth in the Scrip, 
tures. The law of God is the stand- 
ard. ^That Law standard is, "Th._/a 
shalt iove the Lord, thy God, with all 
thy heart, with all thy mind, with all 
thy being, with all thy strength, and 
thy neighbor as thyself."
